Community 
Interest In 
Newspapers 

Local Paper Reaches Hearts 
of Those Interested in 
‘Neighborliness’ 


That the local newspaper fills | 
a niche in community life that 
can not be taken by any other: 
agency, is the opinion of Merle | 
Crowell, editor of The American | 
Magazine, in an address before 
the National Editorial Associa- i 
tion in convention at Memphis, I 
Tennessee. In his address he ; 
said: j 

“The major thrills of life are j 
not many, and so we have to pile ! 
up the minor thrills whenever w'e 
can. One of the minor thrills 
always comes from knowing any 
local happening while it’s still 
news. And, as far as that goes, 
it doesn’t make much difference if 
we know the facts -already. I have 
seen thou.sands of people pouring 
out of the Polo grounds after a 
double-header baseball game, and 
most of them buying and reading 
eagerly the baseball extras that 
merely chronicled play by play 
the first game of the double- 
header which they had just seen 
with their own eyes. Of course 
when we’re reading our local pa¬ 
per there is alw-ays the chance 
that we may see our own names 
or the names of some of our rel-' 
atives or intimate friend.*). And 
that’s a thrill that never grows 
old. 

“My conviction is that mentally 
we are all pretty much alike in 
our fundamental tastes whether 
we live in North Newport, Maine, 
or in Park Avenue, New York 
City. By that I don’t mean that 
the people of North Newport and 
the people of Park Avenue read 
exactly the same things any more 
than they wear exactly the same 
things. Overalls and dinner coats 
are both useful garments, but 
they are not interchangeable. 
Their fundamental purpose, how¬ 
ever, is to conceal the human 
frame with the maximum of sat¬ 
isfaction to the wearer—a pur¬ 
pose in which, if you ask me, 
overalls win by a wide margin. 
But when it comes to motivation 
and basic interests, people’s post 
office addresses are the lea.st im¬ 
portant things about them. The 
same wheels and cogs make them 
lick-tock whether their mail is 
delivered by a gold-braided hall 
boy or by a R.F.D. man chug¬ 
ging laboriously thru three feet 
of spring mud. 

“All human beings are ego¬ 
centric. They are not half as 
much interested in you and your 
ideas as they are in themselves 
and their own ideas. That’s why 
good listeners are so popular. 
People like to read about the ex¬ 
periences of human beings any¬ 
where, provided that they can 
translate these experiences into 
terms of their own daily life, 
their work and their recreations.’’ 

“I am inclined to believe that 
‘information,’ ‘entertainment’ and 
‘inspiration’ cover the basic de- 
sl’-^s that make people turn to 
any kind of reading material, 
whether it be a book, a national 
magazine or a country newspa¬ 
per. In the ca.se of the newspa¬ 
per, information comes first. You 
are fortunate, indeed, in serving 
those who, for the most part live 
in small enough communities so 
that the word ‘neighbor’ hasn’t 
gone out of fashion. In our rural 
reaches every man, woman and 
child is interested in knowing 
what every other man, woman and 
child is doing. 

“The late John M. Siddall who 
gave me the groundwork of most 
of the things I know about serv¬ 
ing the public in print declared 
that the only thing that interests 
all human beings always, is the 
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human being' himself. 

“ ‘Newspapers,’ he said, ‘are 
read widely because the individ-1 
ual reader sees himself constant- j 
ly in the paper. I do not mean j 
that he sees his own name. I! 
mean that he reads about things j 
happening to individuals which! 
might happen to him, and he | 
keeps comparing himself with, 
what he reads. | 

“Country newspapers have en- i 
ormous circulation in proportion j 
to the population they reach. It 
is not uncommon for half or three 
quarters of the peopel in a little 
town to take the village paper. 
The reason is obvious—the coun¬ 
try paper is personal to its read-^ 
ers. Its columns are almost like 
a private letter from a member of 
the family. If a New York news¬ 
paper could get that close to its 
readers it could have three mil¬ 
lion circulation. 

“A magazine or a newspaper is 
a service—just as the telephone 
or electric light is a service. 
Sometimes a man may not use it 
very much, just as he may not 
use very much the telephone 
hanging on the wall or sitting on 
the living-room table. But he, 
likes to know it is there, just as 
he likes to know the telephone is^ 
there. Even if his business keeps' 
him so tied up that he can’t find 
time to read, or he has sickness 
or other troubles to occupy his 
mind and time, he will pick up 
the magazine or newspaper occa¬ 
sionally and look It over. And 
when he loks it over he likes to 
get the impression that it is full 
of good stuff, up-to-date and live¬ 
ly stuff that he could apply to 
himself or talk about to his neigh¬ 
bors if he only had the time to 
do it. 

“I have never had the idea 
that an editor is ordained by God 
to try to make his readers over 
into the mold he thinks they 
ought to be in. Neither do I 
believe that he can foist new in¬ 
terests on them with any degree 
of success. It’s his job to find 
out what his readers really are in¬ 
terested in and then to serve 
those interests to the best of his 
ability. The minute he forgets 
he’s just a hired man and starts 
to be a little tin god on wheels, 
he’ll find that he’s riding for a 
fall.” 

The deepest oil well in the

Health Officers 
Make Tests at 

Local Dairies 

A surprise milk-grading con¬ 
test was conducted in Sierra Mad- 
re and adjoining communities last 
week by the county health bu¬ 
reau of which Dr. J. L. Pomeroy 
is head and Dr. J. M. Furstman, 
district health officer. 

Scores were figured as follows: 
Bacterial count, 35 per cent; but- 
terfat, 15; solids not fat, 15; fla¬ 
vor and odor, 15 per cent; sedi¬ 
ment, 10; bottle and cap, 5; and 
acidity, 5 per cent; total, 100. 

The survey was conducted by 
Dr. R. P. Gingerich, of the state 
department of agriculture; Dr. F. 
P. Wilcox, division of dairy prod¬ 
ucts and W. S. Mangold, Monro¬ 
via district inspector, and the 
scores were as follows:

The Garden Section of the Wo¬ 
man’s Club met Wednesday in 
the lovaly garden of Miss Thom- 
asella Graham. At the businc.ss 
meeting a resolution of regret 
for the death of M?'. W. D. Cool- 
idge of the Coolidge Rare Plant 
Gardens was passed. 

Mrs. A. R. Kinton, chairman, 
read a prepare<l e.xpre.ssion of 
opinion outlining her idea of the 
best policy and true function of 
the scetion’s work. She made a 
plea for some arrangement of 
meeting place which would allow 
for visiting the small gardens of 
the many members whose places 
have not the requisite shade and 
space for the holding of the meet¬ 
ing proper. She suggested that 
some of the meetings be held in 
the club hou.se for the program 
and luncheon, and afterward vis¬ 
its by appointment be made to 
one or more small gardens. Also, 
she made a plea for keeping the 
section democratic in policy and 
conduct, and for making an effort 
to reach and influence home own¬ 
ers not yet represented in the 
club. 

She stated that Miss Steinb^rg- 
er, principal of our schools, 
would gladly act as a clearing 
house for receiving an distribut¬ 
ing excess bulbs, plants and seeds 
from the members’ gardens. .Miss 
Steinberger has under way fifty- 
home gardens among the homes 
of the school children. 

The chairman made an earnest 
plea that members learn to grow 
their own plants and propagate 
cuttings and thus improve their 
gardens and get into the true , 
spirit of gardening, to the end 
that not only their own gardens, 
but the entire community area 
be gradually made beautiful. 

In discussion of the paper, a 
fine spirit of willing cooperation 
and compromise was shown. 

Miss Graham followed with a 
most explicit and practical talk 
on how to grow seetls, exempli¬ 
fied by various helpful pharapher- 
nalia for the process. After the 
luncheon, Mrs. Charles Gordon of 
Glendora, district chairman of 
gardens, spoke on iris. She was ■ 
followed and assisted by her 
friend, Mrs. Crow, who has had 
much to do with garden clubs. 
These lailies explained the various 
family groups of iris, their looks, i 
blooming time, and different meth- | 
ods of culture required. There \ 
had been brought a goodly selec¬ 
tion of iris blooms for illustration, , 
and for proof that rightly select- ^ 
ed iris bloom can be had as late ; 
as June. By showing how to | 
select iris to have bloom from | 
December into June, and their i 
ease of culture, much enthusiasm 
for the flowers was created and 
there may be expected fine ma¬ 
terial for an iris show for the 
coming spring. It was empha¬ 
sized that most home gardeners 
stick too exclusively to the Ger- 
manica, the tall bearded iris, and 
should grow also the Spanish and 
the Dutch, or Holland, classes; 
also the very beautiful Morea, 
the Fimbriata, the Spuria group, 
and the native iris, which last us¬ 
ually must be secured in seed 
form, but which grows easily. 

Mrs. Milton Steinberger made 
a plea for the section members to 
grow flowers suitable for the city- 
float in January. She said that 
when plans were decided she

(HILDREN’.S PARTY RE- 
EKE.SHME.NTS 

Rerreshments make the party 
for most children. Yet children 
cun be well dined at a party 
without being consciou.s of eating 
“what they should.” 

Party-time i.s most wisely jjlan- 
ned near a meal-time, either at 
noon or late enough in the after¬ 
noon to include the evening meal. 
Betwcen-meal parties tend to 
spoil the children’s appetites an<l 
to throw them olf their regular 
feeding schedule. 

Such food should be served 
them as is suitable for a full 
meal and of sufficient quantity to 
jirevent piecing before the ne.xt 
regular feeding. 

The age of the children, the 
season of the year and the time 
of the day are the main iioints 
to be considered in planning the 
party refreshments. Carefully fed 
children like simple food and will 
enjoy their every-day favorites, 
especially if .served in a new at¬ 
tractive manor. Plain sandwiches 
of bread, butter and finely shred¬ 
ded lettuce, and tho.se of bread 
and jelly cut in dainty sizes or 
interesting shapes, served with 
milk make a suitable first course 
for tiny folks. Potato boats (malf 
a potato shell refilled with the 
mashed potato) may be .served if 
the weather i.s cool and the party 
given at noon-time. 

Ice cream is always the delight 
of the party where children are 
concerned. Fruit colorings add to 
their enjoyment of the creams and 
ices, which, however, should not 
bo very rich or very sweet. Tiny 
thimble sponge cakes (yellow or 
white) or crisp sugar cookies of 
intriguing shapes make the sec¬ 
ond cour.se complete for the 
younger child. Prettily colored 
dishes and glasses make even the 
most “nutritious” fare alluring to 
the young people. Straws for 


milk make drinking it a gar/ie. 

Even for the older people, sim¬ 
ple, yet attractive food should be 
served at suitable hours even if it 
is to be a party. Serving well- 
balanced party meals for children 
I is a real art, and a relief to other 
mothers whose children can enjoy 
a party without suffering from 
over-wrought nerve.s and upset 
stomachs.

Union Pacific Opens 
New Canyon Lodge 

The opening this month of the 
new Union Pacific Grand Canyon 
Lodge on the North Rim of the 
(irand Canyon in Arizona marks an¬ 
other feat in architecture. Details 
have just been received by W. R, 
Humphries, Union Pacific agent. 

Rising from the brink of the 
chasm and supported by but¬ 
tresses that are a continuation of 
the natural stone pillars eroded 
from the face of the cliff the new 
lodge is one of splendor arul ac- 
chievenient. It combines the lux¬ 
uries and comforts of the most 
modern hostelry with the many 
desires, romances, thrills and fas¬ 
cinations of the wilderness .set a- 
gainst a background of the fa¬ 
mous Grand Canyon which can¬ 
not be surpassed for its beauty 
and grandeur. 

The central lodge is 2.50 feet 
in length and 225 feet wide. There 
are also sixty-six comfortable 
ilouhle guest loilges situated in the 
forest near the central lodge afid 
very similar in construction. The 
building is constructed of native 
sand.stone and rough sawn yellow 
pine timbers from the Kaibab for¬ 
est, harmonizing with the sur¬ 
roundings. Water is pumped from 
4200 feet below by a power hydro¬ 
electric plant—another engineering 
accomplishment.

tours to the “land of flaming can¬ 
yons” of which the Grand Can¬ 
yon is a part. The first of these 
leaves Los Angeles on June 16.

ORE VEIN AT ROBERTS 
CAMP SAID BY EXPERT 
TO HOLD HUGE VALUES 

(Continued from Page On«v) 

continuation of the ridge across a 
bend in the canyon. Taking the 
visitors up the mountain side at 
this point, he showed where he 
had uncovered the vein with pick 
and shovel. Showing the same 
thickness and general character¬ 
istics, the vein is found all the 
way to the top of the ridge, a 
height of more than 500 feet 
above the stream bed. Calculat¬ 
ing from the length on the sur¬ 
face and all other indications. 
Prof. Parker declares the prob¬ 
able depth to be so great that it 
would bi'come too hot for mining 
operations. The ore body already 
blocked out above the canyon bot¬ 
tom he estimated conseiwatively 
at more than 100,000 tons. 

Significance of this discovery 
on the basis of (iresent indications 
can hardly be over-estimated. The 
owners contem[date development 
work which will mean the estab¬ 
lishment of a large community in 
the Big Santa Anita Canyon 
where living conditions would be 
almost ideal. Sierra Madre as the 
luarest valley community would 
benefit promptly and directly. 

The discovery of mineral de¬ 
posits of such substantial value 
would be the more important be¬ 
cause practically within the su¬ 
burban area of Los Angeles. 
With the prospect of early con¬ 
struction of the automobile road 
into the canyon, the vein bids 
fair to become the basis of a 
mineral industry second only to 
oil in Southern California, judg¬ 
ing by the reports of Prof. Park¬ 
er and other mining men. 

That there are mineral deposits 
of value in the Sierra Madre 
mountains has been believed from 
earliest times. Most of the de- 
pi'sits and veins which have been 
di.scovered have pinched out with¬ 
in a short dist.ance, leading most 
mining men to conclude there 
were no ore bodies of commer¬ 
cial importance. 

One factor of great significance 
pointed out by Prof. Parker is the 
Iiresence of a talc layer alongside 
the vein. This is created by the 
grinding of the “country rock” to 
Iiowder form through slipping at 
the time of some fault or earth 
disturbance. This is one of the. 
signs for which miners always 
look in connection with gold de¬ 
posits, and which is usually ab¬ 
sent in the nearby mountain.- 
even in the face of other favor¬ 
able conditions.

Make Mountain 

Driving Safe! 

M ith this admonition to motor¬ 
ists about to leave for vacation 
trips in the mountain.s, the Div¬ 
ision of .Motor Vehicles .'it Sac¬ 
ramento today issued a set of 
rules ilesigned to instruct drivers 
on the grades in methods of a- 
voiding accidents. 

The Division cautions persons 
going into the mountains to have 
an inspection made of all the vital 
parts of the car such as the 
brakes and the steering gear be¬ 
fore starting. It advises that the 
emergency or parking brake should 
bo also insiiected as this is fre- 
(piently needed on the grailes. 

.Although, fortunately, most of 
the main mountain roa<ls are 
wide enough to permit two cars 
to pass there are still many side 
roails, where the adventurous may 
want to go that permit only one 
way traffic. In such cases the 
Division believes that while there 
i.s no law governing the subject, 
the ohl rule that the driver going 
upgrade has the right-of-way 
should apply, all other things be¬ 
ing ef|ual. 

“This is largely a matter of 
courtesy to be worked out betwi'en 
the drivers,” the Division’s in¬ 
structions said. “It would, of 
course, be obviously ridiculous to 
expi'ct the driver coming ilown the 
grade to back up .a half mih' to 
permit the car going upgrade to 
pass when the car going upgradi' 
could yield the right-of-way by 
going backwards a few feet. 

“In either case, the driver giv¬ 
ing the right-of-way should be 
Iiermitted to use the inside of the 
grade to park his car while the 
other is pa.ssing if there is a risk 
involved in using the outsi<l«' of 
the grade.” 

Other hints by the Division for 
mountain drivers follow: 

Shift your gears at the bottom 
of the grade before starting u|), 
if po.ssible. 

Take no ch.'inces on the down¬ 
grade if you don’t know the road. 
Shift your gears to first or secoial 
speed and let compression hold 
you back. 

The practice of keeping the car 
in high and using the brakes on 
the down grade should be discour¬ 
aged. If the brakes give way, the 
motorist is without protection. 

In parking your car on the uii- 
grade leave the gears engageil in 
low speeil after you have turned 
off your engine. If parking on 
the downgrade, leave it in reverse. 
Some drivi'rs carry a piece of 
wood or a rock large enough to 
block the wheels on a steeii graile. 

Keei) well to the right and 
sound your horn on the turns. 

Be courteous. If you see a fel¬ 
low motorist in trouble, stop and 
help him. j 

(iheck the water fmiuently in 
your radiator when driving in the 
mountains. Have the crankca.se 
full of good fresh oil before you 
start. 

Don’t throw your car into 
neutral and coast on the grailes. It 
is not only extremely dangerous 
but unlawful.
